fome other obje&-- And aReligious Exer- 
cife of all the Faculties and Affeétions. 
The fecond of thefe was fuggefted tome 
by an illuftrious foreigner, who has made 
England his refidence for a confiderable 
part of his life. He obfervéd that all 
meh are alike afraid cf Death when they 
fee it in all its terrours. But that fome 
men, either from circumftances, or from 
a vigorous power of exertion, have in 
the hour of Death, -their attention fixed 
on fomething elfe, to fucha degree, that 
Death cannotimprefs them deeply. Thus 
almoft man who dies in publick 
behaves with fortitude, his attention be- 
ing fo much taken up by: the fpetators 
who are around him, and by the am- 
bition of being feen to advantage, that 
Death itfe}f is Teatcely in his view. 

The third way by which the fear of 
Death may be efcaped or alleviated, to 
wit, by a Religious Bxercife of gl] the 
Faculties and A ffeétions, is the only way 
which a wife man would with to follow; 
the two former ways being no better than 
being blind-folded, that one may not fee 
a em te down which he is to fall, or 
being deafened by the noife of drums 
or fhoutings, that one may not hear the 
approach of a ruffian who is to affaffi- 
nate him. 

In this the wife of the ancients were 

defeétive, the conjectures of natural 
reafon with refpe& to a future ftate. be- 
ing fo unfteady, Some of them indeed, 
when in a fine flow of fpirits, feem to 
have looked forward to the world be- 
the grave, with a very bold and 
uxuriant imagination. But the fame 
ons have at other times been altoge-

: Towards the latter end of June,, the 
capelans flock from the main to depofit 
their eggs along the coaft of that and 
the adjacent iflands ; and then all the 
cod about the Great Bank come in 
fhoals to,thefe coafts : this is the criti, 
cal time for the. fithermen of St. 
Pierre. The ifland is adjoining to a 
fand bank where the cod comes in great 
lenty. Whatever is caught there, is 
Crobakt to. St. Pierre, where it is 
cured and dried. This is whatis fold 
in France by the name of morue, feche, 
or more properly merluche, Merluche 
or. morue feche is therefore one and the 
fame fith, only cured im _a_ different 
manner. 
Some fhips likewife bring the fifh 
they have caught at the Great Bank, 
to dry at St. Pierre, but thefe are 
few ; moft of the cod that is fithed at 
the Bank, is brought home to Europe, 
and fold-for morue verte, or barrel cod. 
Immenfe labour and care are requifite 
for this operation of falting and drying 
the cod, though but an ordinary dif, 
at lait.

The falter lays down the fith fiat 


with the fleth uppermoft, and placing 
feveral of them fide by fide, he forms 
a layer of fix, eight, twelve, or fifteen 
feet long, and three, four, or five 
broad ; then he takes a great wooden 
fhovel, about two feet fquare, and 
fprinkles falt all over the layer of cod. 
are mult be taken that this falt be laid 
on very even. When this layer is fuf- 
ficiently falted, he fpreads another over 
it, falts it in the fame manner, and 
fo on. 
* When there are large, middling, and 
fmall cod, they are kept apart, for a 
different depth of falt is requifite for 
different fizes. Too much fale burns 
up the fifh, and makes it brittle when 
it comes to dry, and too little makes it 
greafy, and difficult to dry. 
* ‘The cod is left in falt two days at 
leaft, and fometimes above a fortnight; 
then it is wafhed. For this purpofe 
they load it on hand barrows, and emp- 
ty It out into‘a laver not unlike a great 
eage, by the fea-fide; there they ftir it 
about ‘in fea-water with paddles, fo 
cleanfe it from the falt and flime that it 
is daubed with, and when-it is wafhed 
white, they put it again on the barrows, 
and carry itupon the gravel where it is 
to be fpread. They fife pile it up five 
or fix feet high; the top of the heap 
terminates like a roof, that the fith may 
drain and harden. Two, three, or 
four days after, as the weather permits, 
they undo the pile, and {pread the fith 
_wpon the gravel ore by one in rows, 
with the fieth uppermoft.. When jt has 
lain thus in the morning fun, they turn 
it about two-in the afternoon, the tkin 
uppermoft, and in the evening if they 
find:that the wind and {yn have dried 
them enough, they lay five or {ix of 
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_them one upon another, and a }; 
one at top, to fhelter them from the rain. 
The cod being thus ~difpoftd in lit). 
heaps, the fkin upwards, they wait fo, 
the firft fine day to fpread them again 
on the gravel, firft with the fkin upper. 
moft, and at noon they turn them, and 
when they have been thus expoled a fe. 
cond time to the rays of the fun, they 
are again heaped up, fifteen or twenty 
im a heap, and left till the next fine 
day, when they once more fpread them 
upon the gravel, If after this they 
find the fith thoroughly dry, they place 
the fmal! ones in round fharp piles like 
pigeon houfes, the middle fined in heaps 
of a hundred weight, and the large ones 
in-fmaller parcels. ‘The former, when 
they have undergone a fourth’ funning, 
that is, when they have been {pread 
upon the gravel for the-fourth time, are 
laid up in round piles ; as to the larger 
ones, they muft be fpread in the fun 
five or fix times at the Jeaft, before one 
can venture to pile them up like the 
others. When they have ftood {0 for 
three or four days, they {pread themall 
at once upon the gravel in the fun, and 
then proceed toa new pile, laying the 
la fith for the und-work, the 
midd'e fized: next, and the fmalleft at 
top; becaufe the larger they are, the 
greater preffure they reqvire, to fqueeze 
out and throw off their moifture. This 
pile is left ftanding for a fortnight, and 
then, the cod is again f{pread in the {u, 
after which the pile is erected once mor, 
but reverfed, fo that what was at tle 
bottom is now put at the top. This 
pile may be let alone for a month, after 
which time the fith is once more expo 
ed to the fun, and then: piled up for 
the laft time. 
When ail this is done; they make

On the right hand of the harbour or 
road, is a houfe built upon piles in the 
fea; it is made of, boards, and: the 
roof of long poles interwoven ; half 
this roof is covered with turf from one 
end to the other, and the remaining 
half is left open: they call this houfe 
a cha aud. ‘This is the place where 
they ilit and falt the cod. The floor 
confitts of long. poles,.placed {0 as to 
let the inteftines of the fith drop down 
between them ifto the fea. Half the 
roof is left open.to let in the rain and 
frefh air, which carry off part of the 
naitinefs and ftench of the place, thag 
would otherwife be intolerable, and the 
fith is cured in that part which is thatched. 

The tithing boats that are commonly 
employed in catching cod about the 
ifland, and bringing it to this chafaud, 
are {mall craft, with a fquaie fail. The 
crew never exceeds two men, common- 
ly attended by a dog, their faithful 
fervant and companion.. From their 
boat they fhoot goelands and other 
fea-birds, with which they make their 
foup.

Such of nahi as are ac- 
tually in arms, of whatfoever rank or 
defcription, will do well to recolleét, 
that the grievances, whether real or 
ep fed, which led them into this re- 
bellion, have been for ever removed, 
and that the juft occafion is arrived for 
their returning to the clafs of peace- 
ful citizens. But if the honours of 
a military life are become their objeé, 
let them feek thofé honours under the 
banners of their rightful fovereign, 
and in fighting the battles of the united 
Britith Empires againft our late mutual 
and natural enemies. 

To thofe whofe profeffion it is to 
exercife the fun&ions of religion on 
this continent, it cannot furely be un- 
known, that the fovereign power with 
which the Conyrefs is endeavouring to 
connect them, has ever been averie to 
toleration and inveterately oppofed to 
the intereft and freedom of the places 
of worfhip which they ferve; and that 
Great Britain, from whom they are for 
the prefent feparated, muft both from the 
principles of her conftitution and of 
proteftantifm be at all times the beff 
guardian of religious liberty, and moft 
difpofed to promote and extend it. 

To all thofe who can eftimate the 
bleflings of peace and its influence over 
agriculture, .arts, and commerce, who 
can feel a due anxiety for the education 
and eftablifhment of their children, or 
who can place a juft value on do- 
meftic fecurity, we think it fufficient 
to obferve that they are made by their 
leaders to continue involved in all the 
calamities of war, without having 
either a juft object to purfue, oma 
fubfifting grievance which may not in- 
ftantly be redreffed. 

But if there be any perfons, who, 
divetted of miftaken refentments, and 
uninfluenced by felfith interefts, really 
think that it is for the benefit of the 
colonies to feparate themfelves from 
Great Britain, and that fo feparated 
they will find a conftitution more mild, 
more free, and better calculated for 
their profperity than that which they 
heretofore enjoyed, and which we are 
impowered and difpofed to renew and 
improve; with fuch perfons we will 
not difpute a_pofition which ieems to 
he fuficiently contradiéted by the ex- 
perience they have had. _ But we think 
it right to leave them fully aware of 
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the change, which the«maintaining of 
fuch a pofition nvaft make in the whole 
natureiand. future conduct of ‘this war, 
more efpeciatly when to this’ pdfition is 
added the alliance’ with the 
court of France. * ‘The policy as well 
as the benevolence of Great’ Britain 
have thus far checked the extremes of 
war when they tended to diftrefs a 
people ftill confxlered as our fellow- 
fubjeéts, and ‘to defolate a country 
fhortly’ to become again a fource of 
mutual advantage; but when that 
country profefies the unnatural defign 
not only of -eftranging® herfelf from 
us, but of mortgaging herfelf and her 
refources to our enemies; the whole 
conteft) m changed; and ‘the queftion 
is, how far Great Britain .may, ‘by 
every means in her power, deftroy or 
render ufelefs a ‘cdnnexion contrived 
for her rum, and forthe aggrandize- 
ment of France. Under fuclrcircum- 
ftances the Jaws of. felf-pretervation 
mult dire&t the conduét of Great- 
Britain, and if the Britith colonies are 
to: become an acceflior to France, will 
dire&t her to vender that accetiion of us 
Jittle avail as pofiible to her enemy.” 

If however there are any who think 
that notwithfanding thefe reafonings 
the independence of the colonies will 
in the.refult be acknowledged by Great 
Britain, to them we anfwer, without 
referve, that we neither poflefs nor ex- 

& powers for that purpofe ; and that 
_ M Great Britain could ever have funk 
fo low as to adopt fuch a meafure, we 
thould not have thought ourfelves com- 
pellable to be the inftruments in mak 
ing a conceffion which would, in our 
opinion, be calamitous to the colonies, 
for whom it was made, and difgrace- 
ful, as well as calamitous to the coun- 
try from which it is required. And 
we think proper to declare, that in this 
fpirit and fentiment we have regularly 
written from the continent to Great- 
Britain. 

It will now become the colonies in

It wag in effeét, 
an addition to the, propofed .addrefs, 
informing his majefly that the houfe 
would chearfully and amply provide 
for the fupport of the dignity of his 
crown, and for the defence of thefe 
kingdoms againft the malignant de- 
figris of our perfidious enemies the 
French, but as our vigorous exertions 
had not hitherto been attended with 
that fuccefs which might have been 
expected, it declared the intention of 
the houfe to make q ftri€t enquiry into 
the condu&i of thofe men, by whof 
fatal policy fuch meafures had beer. 
advifed, as had brought the public af- 
fairs of this kingdom in America and 
at home to a moft dangerous crifis. 
In the courfe of a warm {peech in ex- 
planation ef this amendment, Mr. 
Townjbend obferved, ** that not a fingle 
general officer by fea or land, who had 
been appointed to carry the abfurd mea- 
fures of adminiftration into execution, 
had returned home with as unfullied a 
reputation as he enjoyed when he went 
out." 

Mr. Rice, allowed that tlie king-

It 
appeared to him highly injurious to the 
nation to promife his Majefty the ef- 
feftual fupport of that houfe in inea- 
fures doftructive of his dominions, and 
for continuing in office men who were 
refolved to adhere to the fame ruinous 
plans that had brought us into our pre- 
sent alarming fituation. : 

Mr. Adam {aid he could not go up to 
he throne with an addrefs- that bound 
the houfe to a profécution' of an Ameri- 
can offenfive war, becauile he was per- 
fectly fatisfied that’ this ‘kingdom was 
not able, confiftent ‘with its own fe- 
curity, té detach fuchsa number of 
men, as were neceflary to enable our 
generais to aét offenfively’: Our ‘home 
defence he contended was‘not fecured : 
though the militia had fhown both fpi- 
rit and {kill, yet they were not fuffici- 
eat to cover the whole kingdoin ; the nor- 
thern parts of England were defencelefs 
and all Scotland naked and expofed to 
the ravages of the enemy, the weaknefs 
of the military’ force in-North Britain 
‘be proved by the mutiny of four hun- 
dred Highlanders, who were for feveral 
days malters of the lives of fifty thou- 
meek his Majefty’s fubjeéts in Edin- 

ur, 
rica, the objet of contention was ab- 
folutely given up ; atid nothing was in- 
fifted on but the patronage of the coun- 
‘try; which as it would im the 
king to appoint to all places, would 
be a dangerous we in the hands of 
minifters to wound the liberty of Eng- 
land. So that American dependence 
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in that form, was to be infinitely more 
dreaded than the continuance of their 
affumed independence. 

For his parts he was as ready to facri- 
fice his life-and fortune as any man in 
the houfe, but he wifhed to be under- 
ftood rights he would willingly facri- 
fice them in defence of this country 
— our perfidious enemies the 

rench. For this reafon, he withed to 
fee a change of minifters, and men em- 
ployed, who would neither give up the 
dependency of America on Britain, nor 
continue year after year to make fruit. 
lefs attempts to enforce it by the {word ; 
but whe would leave America till 
they had conquered in France, and then 
fee if the revolted provinces would not 
return to their allegiance to this coun- 
try. It had been afked, who would 
you’ have for minifters ? He did n& 
mean to point them out, but he was 
certain it would be much better fo caf 
lots for anew adminiftration, than to 
continue the prefent fet of men in office. 

Mr. Geo. Grenville to prove the con- 
fiftency of his character, begged to be 
underftood that when he oppofed the 
addrefs, it was merely forafinuch as « 
related to America; for he was ready 
to facrifice both his life and his, fortune 
in the defence of his country againk 
France. He: ftill was of opinion that 
America might be regained ; and though 
it might be prefumption in fo young a 
man as he was, to point out the means, 
yet there were perfons who, he was fure, 
couldeffe€tually put an end to the con- 
teft. with ‘the Americays: this much, 
however, he would venture to fay, that 
a removal of the prefent miniftry fhould 


bean indifpenfable preliminary to any 


overtures for a reconciliation. 

_ Mr. Allen called upon Adminiftration 
to declare to the Houfe if they had or 
had not received intelligence from J:- 
maica to the fame purport as the infor- 
mation contained in private letters from 
his friends, which he had received by 
the laft packet, and was to the follow- 


ing purport: That a large body of 


troops were aflembled at Hifpaniola, 
and tranfports ready to embark them; 
that they only waited for a French 
fleet to convoy them; that the Miner- 
va and Adétive,\ two of his majetty’ 
frigates, had been taken by a‘ French 
man of war and carried into Hifpanic- 
la; and that the governor of Jamaié 


had been obliged to proclaim = 
aw; 
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lawy and to put»the ifland in. the beft 
ure of defence: he was able, but 
without hopes of being abie»to hold out 
againft a fudden attack of a ftrong fleet 
and a large regular force, having only 
600 regulars and the mixed militia, 
compofed of mulattoes, ne » &c. 
that both the governor and the admiral 
on the ftation had complained in private 
letters, of the negleé&t of government in 
not fending re-inforcements, or even 
condefcending to let them know if they 
were to maintain a ftate of peace or 
war with France. This was another 
inftance of the want of capacity for 
vernment, and a reafon for voting 
the amendment. 

Mr. Thomas De Grey, jun. fecretary 
to Lord George Germaine, gave the 
houfe a very fatisfattory anfwer. He 
faid the oifice had no fuch intelligence 
as the honourable member had men- 
tioned ; but they had letters from, the 


governor of Jamaica of a very contrary 


nature, declaring that he had put the. 


ifland in fuch a ftate of. defence as to 
enable him to refift any fudden attack 
till fuecours could arrive from England ; 
but they had no official accounts of any 
number of troops colleéted at Hifpa- 
niola, nor any thip of war on that fta- 


Mr. Fox rofe, and after compliments 
ing the gentleman for the candid anfwer 
he had given, juft obferved, that he 
thought the fecretary of ftate for the co- 
lonies fhould have been in:his place to 
have given it; but he feldom honoured 
the houfe by: his attendance, Lord 
George Germaine came in not. long 
after. He then declared, that the pri- 
vate letters to the honourable. member 
(Mr. Allen)» had not been. abfelutely 


contradiéted ; therefore he fhauld take’ 


it for granted they were true, as they 
came: from ref} le inhabitants of 
the place, and this was a fresh inftance 
of the thameful negle& of the Admi- 
ralty departmeiit,-and of the folly of 
ing fuch naval force to America 
that we could not proteét our old and 
More'valuable fettlements. 
He then, went over the grounds of 
his objections to the addrefs, ftated in 
his'former fpeech ; and added a long 
of the moft bitter reflections on 
‘North that. could: poflibly be ut- 
tered, He faid it had been given out, 
“our fituation was not fo bad now 
‘@ it’ was. at the beginning of the laft 


war. This we apprehend he conftrued 
as a refleétion.on his father the late 
Lord Holland, who was minifter at that 
era; obferving that we were in 
a much worfe fituation, for we had 
then only loft Minorca, now we had 
loft thirteen provinces. But the noble 
perfon alluded to, had different motives 
of honour from thofe of the prefent 
minifter ; and as he had received his 
education under him, this might be one 
reafon why he always differed from his 
lordthip on points of honour. The 
perfon alluded to, at the beginning of 
the laft war, thought it a point of ho- 
nour to refign his office when he found 
he could no longer hold it for the bene- 
fit of his snantie, 

But the noble lord in the blue ribband 
makes it his point of honour to keepin 
his office year after year, though his 
adminittration has been a feries of mis- 
fortunes to his country, and in the 
very moment of additional calamities, 
he goes into the cabinet and advifes his 
fovereign to. beftow on him a.moft lu- 
crative vacant place, the wardénthip. of 
the Cinque Ports. And why? Be- 
caufe in another year the crown might 
have nothing left to give, if his lord- 
fhip continued to govern. But it had 
been faid, it is a rule with foreign A Prine 
ces.to afhft the weak: This indeed was 
a reafon for the noble Lord to continue 
in office, that Ruffia and other foreign 
powers might aflift this country. He 
then rallied government upun fending 
out a cemmiffioner who could tell the 
Americans what fort of men the minif- 
try were. This alone was enough to 
mar the fuccefs of the treaty. He con- 
cluded with repeating his aifertion, that 
a falfe account had been given to the 
Houfe lait year of the ftate of the navy. 

Lord Mulgrave rofe, feverely repre- 
hended Mr. Fox for the afperity of his 
language, and told him, he fhould have 
imagined him a candidate for a vacant 
alderman’s gown, and his addres adapt- 
ed to the inhabitants of Billingfgate 
werd. He then declared the flate of 
the navy laft year, as given to the houfe, 
to have been true; and added, our 
naval force is fuperior to that of France 
in all parts of the globes it will be fu- 
perior to that of Frayce and Spain very 
igon, 

Lord North, in a fhort, warm f{peech, 
exculpated himfelf from the charge of 
foliciting honours or emoluments ; they 
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wete the fpohtanedtis voluntary gifts of 
his rofal imalter, after teni*year’s of ‘fer- 


vice. He had hot bettered/his fortune 
fitice He caine into offie; ‘and the duty 
he owed -a.large family made-it incum- 
bent off him, in his fitwation, not to 
refule a moderate provifion for them. 
But as to the laft place he Wad obtained, 
it was not of ‘fuch cénféquence-as the 
gentleman imagined ; for it was owing 
to his own moderation that the king had 
not given him all the felary annexed to 
it ‘th ithe late poffeffor’s time.» He then 
requefted gentlemen not to raife fcruples 
where'there could be none: Neither the 
fpetch ‘nor the addrefs mentioned the 

méri¢an ‘war; they only requefted and 
pro ied Binet fuppott. His lordthip 
concluded with profefling a readinefs to 
refign’his office, wherever it thoutd ap- 

ar that his country would be benefit- 
ed by fuch refignation.” 

‘Gehteral Burgoyne now rofe, and de- 
fired ‘the attention of the houfe ‘to an 
injury which, though it 'was‘done to 
an individual, fhowed the-difpofition of 
the ruling powers, and‘ therefore came 
within ‘the fubje& of the enquiry into 
their ‘condu& propofed ‘by the amend- 
ment. He then dtrongly blamed Lord 
George ‘Germaine for preventing his 
feeing the king, ‘and’ giving ‘asa reafon 
that he could not appear at St. James’s 
till a court ‘of enquiry had fat on his 
conduct, when at the faimetime the no- 
ble Jord had'told the houfé that'no court 
of ‘enquity could be held, it berg ille- 
gal. Me faid infifluations had been 
thrown out, that the American Con- 
grefs had beén -uncommdnly. kind to 
him: As a Britifi ‘officer he denied it; 
hut asa gentleman he acknowledged he 
had ‘received more civility, an ther per- 
niitting him ‘to ‘come hdme to juitify 
hitnfelt, than from the ¢corgrefs of mi- 
niftets at home, who had done all in 
their power to ‘prevent it. 

‘He then produced: letters from ‘the 
feoretary of warin the courfe of the 
| r, ‘requiring’ bim, in his ma- 
jelty’s. name, to répair to Bofton ‘as 
foon as ‘his Wealth would’admit. He 
éalled One® of ‘thefe letters ‘a ‘cabinet 
letter, antl fard’the noble lod was one 
Who ‘advifed it “in council; yer- he 
thought it} could hardly ’ be, “that ‘he 
wanted him out of the kingdom, 
when he knéw lie Hed & public Uifpute 
ty’ Yetde ' with “lin. “However, if the 
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order was made iperémptory, lie knew 
how he otight to a&. > 

Lord George: Germaine m reply, ob. 
ferved, that it was this majefty’s plea. 
fure General Burgoyne fhould not ap. 
proach -his prefence till a court of en- 
quiry had fat upon his condué ; that 
in regard to his honour he had after. 
wards ‘advifed a.court martial ‘as the 
faireft mode of trial for his reputation, 
As to the orders*for him to réturn to 
Bofton, ‘the cabinet letter in particular 
came from Lord Ambherft “as com. 
mander in chief, and he might ‘fhow it 
to the council for their opinion as a 
matter of delicacy. This was all he 
knew of it, as it was’out of his depart- 
ment; but im his opinion, «as tne com- 
miffioners and Gerteral Clinton had, 
received a paperan the'king’s ‘name to 
ratify thetreaty of Saratoga, he fhould 
have imagined the»General fhould have 
been ‘there to ‘have ftated many circum- 
ftances they might be ftrarigers to. At 
leaft it mutt have been fome comfort to 
the imprifened army ‘tochave feen their 
General tharing in their fate;,and ufing 
his ‘beft: ¢ndeavours. for «their +releafe. 
As to the difpute between them, he 
withed it-was fifted to the bottom, let 
who would fuffer, and he fhould be as 
ready to find the gentleman honourably 
a¢quitted as any one in the Houfe. 

Mr. Pultney faid'a few words againt 
the addrefs on the fame principle as 
the weft. of the gentlemen, and the 
gueftion ‘being cabled for, ‘the report 
was'read a fecond time, and. the ad- 
drefs was ordered to be prefented the 
next day.

After a hort time pafled in e- 
ceiving petitions and other private 
papers, the Houfe of Commons went 
into a committee of fupply. Mr. Buller 
opened the bufinefs by confirming the 
account given in laf feffionof the num- 
ber of dine of battle ships at fea or 
ready for fea, between November 4779, 
and June 1778, in oppofition to the 
charge brought by the minority in the 
debate on y+ addrefs, of erroneous 
accounts from the Admiralty of the 
naval force of Great Britain: he like-. 
wife took notice that he did not expect 
fo fudden nor fo early a motion, for 
the real number of feamen actually 
borne and muttered and now in the pay 
of this country, as had been made by 
an honourable gentleman the day be- 
fore; however he was prepared to give 
a general ftate.of the feamen employed 


this.year, which .he.fhould do if called 


upon in the committee. He then moved, 
“¢ That it is the opinion of this.com- 
mittee, that 70,000 feamen,:including 
175889 marinesy be employed for the 
fervice of the enfuing year.” 

This motion being read, Mr. Tem- 
ple Lutirell got up, and expreéfied his 
hearty concurrence, declaring himfelf 
ready to vote 8e,000 feamen if it-was 
neceilary, and they could -he got, for 
the defence ofthis country, and to car- 
ry on a war againft France; but at the 
fame time, he thought it a duty he owed 
his conftituents toenquire if the num- 
ber of feamen annually voted by parlia- 
ment for eight years paft had aétually 
been borne and muttered, or if the 
whole of the money voted for their fer- 
vice was fairly .applied to that fervice 
and accounted for. f 

This was the .objeé&t-of his motion, 
and he was furprized the honourable 
member fhould think it premature,fince 
he might recolleét a motion made by, 
him as early in the laft feffjon.. .He 
confidered it as the proper time: when 
the {um of three millions and a half of 
the people's money was to be given away 
by one vote of that committee, toknow 
how it was to be upplied. And as he 
had pledged himfelf to the Houfe to 
prove that 425,000l. of the publick mo- 
ney had been embeazled, this was the 

roper opportunity, when the noble 
Ford in the blue ribband, who fearce 
ever 
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ever attended the Houfe on navy days, 
happened to be prefent, and. he fhould 
therefore now make good his accufation. 
{Here he called for the journals of the 
Houfe, vol. 31, and defired the clerk to 
read the report of the expenditure of 
the publick monies voted bY parliament 
for the year 1771, and ftated to the 
Houfe in February 1772.] 

By the report in the journals it ap- 
peared that 40,000 feamen had been vo- 
ted for the year 1771, and4l. per man per 
month for their wages, fubfiitence, &¢. 
and that the whole amount of the faid 
grant was ftated as having been actually 
fo applied; whereas by the weekly returns 
to the Admiralty of the number of feamen 
borne or muftered for that year, there 
were no morethan 32,000 employed,in- 
cluding 8000 marines, and no account 
was given of the fum charged for the 
$000 feamen not employed ; it was ne- 
ther to be found in the treafury expen- 
ditures, nor in the accounts of the 
treafurer of the navy ; he therefore de- 
fired to know what was become of this 
money, and expeéted that either the 
firt Lord of the Treafury, or the firft 
Lord of the Admiralty, would clear 
up this matter. He next adverted ‘to 
the liberal difpofition of parliament in 
voting the moft ample fupplies for the 
naval fervice, and thought it a glarin 
proot of mal-adminiftration, that af- 
ter all this expence,we fhould not have a 
force at feain all parts of the world fu- 
perior to France, though it was boafted 
we fhould have one fuperior to France 
and Spain united. He conje&tured that 
the want of all that fuccefs we had 
reafon to’ expeét from the bravery of our 
commanders in the aétion off Brett, 
on the 27th of July, was owing in 
fome meafure to fome inferiority mm the 
Britith fleet; moft likely they had not 
their war complement of men on board ; 
and as the two great naval officers were 
prefent, he owned he wifhed they 
would give the Houfe fome fatisfaction 
upon this head, 

Lord North rofe to reply, but Admi- 
ral Keppel deine up, the general ery 
was, ** hear him! hear him!” The 
Admiral exprefled his unwillingne{s to 
enter complaints of any kind againft 
any man; he made 8 gr for his 
inability as a fpeaker, and begged to 
read from a paper fome remarks that 
he had made concerning the action 
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of that day; and the treatment he had 
met with fince. 

His voice was fo weak, that th 
gentlemen in the gallery were deprive 
of the pleafure of hearing diftingly 
his very {pirited obferyations. As. well 
as could -be.coblected, he faid he had 
chearfully undertaken: the ‘defence of 
his country at a very perilous and 
critical junéture, ssid hak gone forth 
to take the command of the fleet, 
without having one private, fingle 
friend in adminiftration. Upon find. 
ing his force at firlt greatly inferior to 
the French, he thought it prudent no 
to rifk the total deftruétion of the Britih 
fleet on terms fo unequal ; and there. 
fore as foon as he knew the real ftren 
of the French flcet, he returned home 
fora re-inforcement ; when re-inforced 
he had no reafon to complain of in. 
feriority; he was fatisfied with th 
fhips, the number of men, and the 
known bravery of the officers ferving 
under him. So far he had anfwere 
genera} ge pe ; but as to enteringin. 
to details of the action, or anfwering 
particular queftions of individuals, it 
was not his duty, nor could he doit 
in his prefent critical fituation ; but he 
was prepared to juftify his condug 
whenever ers called apon, eith 
m that Houfe or elfewhere.

His lordthip then thowed the impoffibi- 
lity that he or the fir lord of the ad- 
miralty could embezzle any part of the 
money voted for the navy. The trea- 
fury only iffued the money voted to’ the 
treafurer of the navy, whofe expendi- 
tures were poited daily by the com- 
mifioners of the navy, and theirs 
checked at the exchequer; but there 
was no embezzlement. Parliament in 
1771, had voted 40,000 feamen, upon 
an apprehenfion of a Spanifh war; by 
the convention, that danger pafled 
over ; the number of feamen was re- 
duced, and the money applied to leffen 
the navy debt of that year, incurred 
for other fervices. This was the ufual 
method; there was no fraud, no in- 
juftice in it. The money granted for 


feamen, though net fpecifically applied 


to their wages and maintenance, was 
applied to the navy fervice in other ar- 
ticles, and every farthing would be 
found in the navy accounts. 

The gentleman had obferved, that

Accordingly on the 22d of laft month, I 
requefted Lord Cormwaltis to take a pofition 
between Newbridge on the Hackinfack River, 
in Jerfey, and Hudfon’s River, and Licute- 
nant-General Knyphaufen, onc between Wep- 
perbam, on the luft of thofe rivers, and the 
Brunx, 

In this fituation, with the affiftance of the 
flat-boats, we could affemble the army on 
either fide of the North River in 24 hours 3 
and by our having the command of that river 
as far as the Highlands, Mr. Wathington 
could: not affemble that of the rebe!s in ten 
days: To have done it in Jerfey. he mut 
have quitted his mountains, and rifked a ge- 
neral a@tion in a country tittle favourable to

As by the move before-mentioned, - the 

provinces .of and New-York weve 
opened, we received a confiderable fapply of 
provifions, anda number of families came in,

1 AM exceedingly Sorry, that fo foon after 

clofing my defpatches, 1 have the moritica- 

tien to acquaint your lordfhip that this idand 
is in the poffefiion of the French king. 

In the pane of the 17th infant, at half 
paft four, upon hearing a gun from our bat- 
tery and fignal poft at Cafhacrou, or Scon"s 
Head, and obferving the fignal for an encmy, 
I ordered Young’s Battery at Rofeau, being 
near me, to repeat it, in conformity toinkruc- 
tions for taking up fignals 3 about a qearcer 
of an hour afterwards a fecond'gun was fired, 
and the fignal fill continued; and daylight 
thortly after appearing, | difcowered Some velfels 
coming round the point, aad feon perceivall, 
inftead of ours, a white flag flying on the bate 
tery. Thefe obfervations, and the 
number of veflels which came in fight, foom 
convinced me that they were enemies, who 
had forced the battery, and wore coming te 
attack the ifland, J inftantly ordered the 
alarm to joe given for affembting our forces: 
In the mean time the thips and weflels ftoad 
for a place natmed Point Michel, two nmviles 
fouth of Rofeaw, and, as they approached, F 
difcovered that they confifted of four frigates, 
ten armed floops and fcheoneérs, with about 
20 others, being trinfports with troops, 
About 6 o'clock toate were feen going on 
fhore at Point Michel, and men landing from 
them in great numbers. As they were be+ 
yond the reach of oue guns, they effeéted 
their landing without eppofiziea.

The modes 
of punifhing thieves and robbers have 
been very different in different countries ; 
but the laws of every nation, fince the 
beginning of the world, proclaim with

ax of his own confcience, He may 
fly tq the frigid, or to the torrid zone,

f weconfult the Jewith laws, which 
were formed by God himfelf, we. fthall 
find they did not punifh theft or rob-

* Whofo theddeth man’s blood, 
man fhall his blood be fhed.” .. Thieves 
and robbers, by the Jewith law, were 
forced to make equivalent reftitutions 
to thofe whom they had injured in their 
perfons or property. But the generality 
of thieves and robbers, in thefe days, 
are not able to,make any reftitutions ; 
and_ what ,would, you have done with 
fuch perfons ?. «Why I would have them 
aikened to hardlabour, and employed 
in works of a publick. nature, where 
they would not only be ferviceable to 
the community, but pay for their. for- 
mer licentioufnefs by the {weat of! their 
brow.

$s impatiently expe4ted, as they are to bring 
ferme determination relative to the plage 
where the. conferences.are to be held; the 
French Ambaflador at Vienna hopes that city 
may be fixed epon, but it te imagined the 
King of Pruffia will prefer fome other place, 
fach as Warfaw, Cracow, or Dantzick.~ In 
the mean time, it is faid, that afulpenfion of 
arms will foon take place, and even that al- 
recdy the advanced pofts have received Orders 
not to difturd she, frontiers. . 

Accounts from Paris, dated Nov.\29, fay, 
by letters from St. Maria aux Mines and 
Valde Liepwre in Lorrain, we find, that, the 
ioverfiowings of the river on the 23¢ at night 
did great damage, that fearce a bridge was 
lefe on the’ Moiclle, that 93 houfes, were 
wathed away at Epinal, the ‘prifon thrown 
down, and. the prifoacrs drowned that the
